ST. ANDREW THE APOSTLE 


A BIOGRAPHY 


Andrew was born in Bethsaida, in Galilee and was St. Peter’s brother. The date of his birth 
has not been recorded anywhere. He was called with Peter to be Jesus’ apostle. “As Jesus was 
walking along the Sea of Galilee he watched two brothers, Simon, now known as Peter, and his 
brother, Andrew, casting a net into the sea. They were fishermen. He said to them, ‘Come after 
me and I will make you fishers of men.’ They immediately abandoned their nets and became his 
followers.” 


John the Evangelist presents Andrew as a disciple of John the Baptist. When Jesus walked by 
one day, John said, “Behold the Lamb of God.” Andrew and another disciple followed Jesus. He 
turned around and noticed them following him. He asked them, ‘What are you looking for?’ They 
said to him, ‘Rabbi, where do you stay?’ He answered, ‘Come and see.’ So they went to see where 
he was lodged, and stayed with him that day. 


Little else is said about Andrew in the Gospels. Before the multiplication of the loaves, it was 
Andrew who spoke up about the boy who had the barley loaves and fishes. When the Gentiles 
went to see Jesus, they came to Philip. But Philip then had recourse to Andrew. 


Tradition has it that after Pentecost, Andrew preached the Good News in what is now modern 
Greece and Turkey. He was put to death by crucifixion at Patras, in Greece, in the form of an X 
shaped cross. 


As in the case of all apostles except Peter and John, the Gospels give us little about the 
holiness of Andrew. He was an apostle. That is enough. He was called personally by Jesus to 
proclaim the Good News, to heal with his power, to share his life and death. Holiness today is not 
different. It is a gift that includes a call to be concerned about the kingdom, an outgoing attitude 
that wants nothing more than to share the riches of Christ with all men.

History OF St. ANDREW 
THE APOSTLE PARISH 


St. Andrew the Apostle Church was the first 
Catholic parish established in Calumet City, 
which was named Sobieski Park by early 
Polish residents. Although the town was later 
called West Hammond, it was incorporated as 
Calumet City on August 1, 1911. 

The foundation of a church was laid on 
September 27, 1891 by Reverend Francis 
Gordon, CR, acting principal of St. Stanislaus 
College in Chicago. The land on which this 
church eventually was built had been donated 
by the real estate firm of Reed and Stevens in 
an attempt to populate the area. 


1st Pastor 


The parish was not organized until 
February 25, 1892, when Reverend Francis M. 
Wojtalewicz was appointed pastor. He came to 
Sobieski Park from Downers Grove, Illinois, 
where he had organized the mission of St. 
Mary Gostyn (now in the Joliet diocese). 


Old church burning 


With the help of thirty-four families, Father 
Wojtalewicz was able to complete the 
construction of St. Andrew Church at a cost of 
nearly $8,000. Unfortunately, a tornado on 
June 13, 1892 destroyed the frame structure. 
Undaunted, the pastor and his parishioners 
began the task of rebuilding the church — this 
time with bricks. With the lumber from the 
frame church, a rectory was constructed at a 
cost of $1,400. 

On September 24, 1892, The New World 
reported: “The new Polish Parish at Hammond 
will be known as St. Andrew’s. The pastor, 
Reverend F. Wojtalewicz, is building a brick 
church which he hopes to occupy this fall.” 

On May 14, 1898, Archbishop Patrick A. 
Feehan dedicated the church. St. Andrew 
school was built in July 1893, but it did not 
open until the following year. 

From 1893 to 1896, St. Columba Church in 
Hegewisch on the far southeast side of Chicago 
was a mission of the Polish parish in Calumet 
City. 
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Dedication of bells in old church 


On September 1, 1894, The New World 
reported that about eighty children had 
registered to attend St. Andrew School which 
was staffed by “two competent teachers 
teaching English, Polish, and other branches 
common to elementary schools.” By August 
1895, 150 families belonged to the parish with 
110 children enrolled in the school. 

Father Wojtalewicz was appointed pastor of 
Immaculate Conception Church in South 
Chicago in September 1895. His successor, 
Reverend Victor Zalewski, had been pastor of 
Immaculate Conception Church since January 
13, 1894. Unfortunately, Father Zalewski was 
able to serve the people of St. Andrew the 


Apostle parish for only a few months. He died 
on May 16, 1896 at the age of thirty-six. 

Reverend Francis Byrgier succeeded 
Father Zalewski as pastor. About this time, 
the Sisters of St. Francis from Lafayette, 
Indiana agreed to staff the parish school 
which had been enlarged to accommodate the 
growing number of school age children in 
Sobieski Park. 

On October 23, 1901, a fire destroyed the 
G.H. Hammond meat packing company which 
had been a major source of employment in the 
town. As a result, half of the 400 families of St. 
Andrew the Apostle parish moved to Chicago 
when the meat packing plants were relocated. 

Following Father Byrgier’s death on 
December 15, 1901, Reverend Boleslaus 
Nowakowski was appointed pastor. Father 
Nowakowski had been pastor of SS. Peter and 
Paul Church which was then located at 37th 
and Charleston (later Justine) St. on the south 
side of Chicago. 

In 1908, the Sisters of the Holy Family of 
Nazareth began their work in St. Andrew the 
Apostle parish. At first the Sisters resided in a 
private home but in 1911, they moved into a 
permanent convent. A new school and the 
present rectory at 768 Lincoln Avenue were 
constructed in 1914.

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On January 27, 1918, St. Andrew the 
Apostle Church was once again destroyed — 
this time by fire. Until the present edifice was 
built in 1931, the congregation worshipped in 
the basement of the school building. 

In 1921, Father Nowakowski was appointed 
pastor of St. Ladislaus Church on the 
northwest side of Chicago and Reverend 
Anthony Halgas was named pastor of St. 
Andrew the Apostle Church. Father Halgas 
had been the first resident pastor of St. 
Ladislaus parish.

By 1925, 765 students were enrolled in the 
school under the direction of eleven Sisters of 
Nazareth. In that year, St. Victor Church was 
organized at Hirsch and Memorial Drive in 
Calumet City. 

Under Father Halgas’ leadership, a 
building fund was established for a new 
church. In-1928, Father Halgas was named a 
Papal Chamberlain with the title Very 
Reverend Monsignor. 

On July 27, 1930 Auxiliary Bishop Bernard 
J. Sheil laid the cornerstone of St. Andrew the 
Apostle Church which was constructed at 
155th Place and Lincoln Avenue. The 
Romanesque structure, designed by the 
architectural firm of Sandel and Strong, was 
dedicated on October 18, 1931 by George 
Cardinal Mundelein. 

In the spring of 1932, Monsignor Halgas 
was appointed pastor of the Polish parish of 
St. Casimir in Chicago. His successor was 


Reverend Joseph Sehnke, who had been pastor 
of St. Joseph Church in Summit, Illinois. 
When Father Sehnke began his long 


pastorate on May 8, 1932, approximately 800 
families belonged to the parish. 

On October 11, 1942, Archbishop Samuel A. 
Stritch presided at the golden jubilee of the 
founding of St. Andrew the Apostle parish. 
With the generous support of his 
parishioners, Father Sehnke was able to pay 
off the $200,000 parish debt by November 30, 
1945, the feast day of St. Andrew. 


Reconstruction of Twin Towers 


In August 1947, the parish was faced with 
the financial burden of reconstructing the 
twin towers of the church which had been 
declared structurally unsafe. The entire 
project was completed at a cost of $100,000. 

In 1949, Father Sehnke was named a 
Papal Chamberlain with the title Very 
Reverend Monsignor. Under his leadership, 
beautiful stained glass windows were 
installed in the church. Included in the 
renovation program were four new marble 
altars which were dedicated by Cardinal 
Stritch on September 25, 1955. 

A third Catholic parish, Our Lady of Knock, 
was organized in July 1957 on Hirsch Street 
and 163rd Street in Calumet City. 


New school 156th St. view 


Through the generosity of the people of St. 
Andrew parish, Monsignor Sehnke was able to 
finance the construction of a new school at 331- 
155th Place. Cardinal Meyer dedicated the 
modern two story brick school on September 
27, 1961. The old school was razed and a 
gymnasium was added to the new structure. 

Monsignor Sehnke died on March 3, 1962 at 
the age of 74. His successor was Reverend 
Edward S. Krakowski, who came to Calumet 
City from the Hyde Park neighborhood in 
Chicago where he had been pastor of St. 
Thomas the Apostle Church. Father 
Krakowski had served as an assistant at St. 
Andrew Church from 1944 to 1946. 
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In 1962, enrollment in the parish school 
numbered 706 students under the direction of 
eleven Sisters of Nazareth and five lag 
teachers. 

Father Krakowski celebrated the 40th 
anniversary of his ordination on April 23, 
1967. Auxiliary Bishop Aloysius J. Wycislo 
presided at the special Mass and more than 
600 friends and parishioners attended a 
testimonial dinner in the parish hall. 

Under Father Krakowski’s leadership, many 
improvements were made in the parish plant 
prior to the 75th jubilee, which was celebrated 
on November 5, 1967. 

Named pastor emeritus in July 1973, 
Father Krakowski died on April 16, 1976 at 
the age of 72. His successor, Reverend Ervin R. 
Wysocki, was very familiar with St. Andrew 
the Apostle parish, having served as an 
associate for seven years.

Although St. Andrew remains a 
predominantly Polish parish, Irish, German, 
Hispanic and Italian families are also 
members of the congregation. A national 
parish, it serves families who live in the area 
bounded by Burnham, Illinois on the north; 
the Cook-Will County Line on the south; the 
Calumet Expy., on the west; and the IIlinois- 
Indiana State Line on the east. 

Parish membership has steadily increased 
in recent years from 1,310 families in 1971 to 
1,530 families in 1978. 

Under the leadership of Father Wysocki, 
much needed repairs were made to the 
existing buildings in the parish plant. Many 
families moving from the South Chicago area 
were welcomed into the parish by Father 
Wysocki which increased the number of 
families to approximately 2,000. 

The Post Vatican II era had a full impact at 
the coming of Father Ed to the parish. The 
changes have gradually taken in and absorbed 
and accepted in general by the parishioners. 
The laypeople have gradually taken the 
initiative in many parish projects. With this 


all, the physical aspect of the parish church 
has not been neglected. A new sound system 
was installed and paid for. The inside of the 
church had a thorough cleaning, repainting 
and redecorating. The church was carpeted, 
the roof and towers were repaired and 
reconditioned. The school roof has had a 
general overhauling and a parish social 
center was established as an annex building 
to accommodate the organizations and parish 


societies. ; 
Active parish organizations include the 


Ladies’ Rosary Confraternity, the Apostleship 
of Prayer, Sacred Heart Society, St. Andrew 
the Apostle Women’s Club, St. Andrew the 
Apostle School Board, Holy Name Society, 
Guadalupe Society, Czestochowa Committee, 
Confraternity of Christian Doctrine, Scouting 
Program, and other organizations indirectly 
connected with the parish: The Order of 
Alhambra, the Knights of Columbus, and the 
various fraternals including the Polish Roman 
Catholic Union, Polish National Alliance, and 
the Polish Women’s Alliance.

John W. Frew, staff member of the 
HAMMOND TIMES, in an extensive article 
written in the December 138th 1953 issue, 
wrote the following about St. Andrew Church: 
“Bronze grillwork,” hand wrought in the 
workshops of the Vatican in Rome, ton upon 
ton of delicately shaped marble, tiny scroll 
designs touched by hand in gold leaf, are 
transforming a Calumet City church into one 
of the most beautiful in the United States.” 
And so it was and still is now: your church, the 
mother church of all the Catholic parishes in 
the city. The recent painting and redecorating 
initiated and completed by the present pastor, 
Father Edward Jarzynski, have only enhanced 
the beauty of the original work of art 
envisioned and put to completion by the 
indefatigable and energetic pastor, Monsignor 
Joseph A. Sehnke and paid for by the generous 
sacrifices of the parishioners. Workmen in 
Munich and Pietra Santa in Rome, Italy, 
France and Belgium labored painstakingly to 
prepare the items that are still beautiful and 
visible in St. Andrew Church. Herewith is the 
original description of the Church by Mr. Frew 
to acquaint our parishioners, both young and 
old, with the art and history that accompanies 
their church through the years. “In Munich, 
Germany, craftsmen made the stained glass 
windows - a $5000.00 one 20 feet in diameter 
for the front, five worth $2000.00 each for 
above the altar. They began the colored panes 
for the north and south transept windows 
which will require the winter to complete. In 
workshops of the Vatican, the best of the Old 
World craftsmen fashioned bronze grillwork 
to grace the front of the radiators, and four 
bronze ornamental gates in the long altar 
rail, as well as the crucifixes for over the holy 
water fonts. At Pietra Santa, workmen 
quarried the marble by hand. The marble in 
many shades and patterns was fashioned by 
other craftsmen into hundreds of intricate 
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Virgin Mary Altar 
inlays, columns and soft lustered slabs for 
this church. Even the radiator covers are 
marble slabs. 

The ultimate in workmanship is seen in the 
many pieces of statuary. A single piece may be 
composed of as many as 15 different shades, 
colors, and types of marble skillfully joined 
and fused and so vivid as to appear to have 
been painted. Facial expression of the saints 
portrayed minute details of lock of hair, 
fingernails, fresh tinted stone, and pose and 
posture are superb in their perfection. One 
statue is THE ONLY ONE OF ITS KIND IN 
THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE AND ONE 
OF ONLY A FEW IN THE WORLD. This is of 
Blessed Mother of the Gospels, in which Mary

is depicted in a pose of teaching to the 
multitudes. Beside it at the front of the nave 
stands one of Christ known as the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus *(pictured on page 28) in a pose 
of blessing with extended hands. On the 
opposite side of the church is a statue of St. 
Andrew the Apostle dying on a forked cross. 
Beside him is one of St. Joseph, patron saint of 
the working men, which is a study in detail. A 
long saw he carries looks like polished steel. 
Actually it is a thin blade of polished marble of 
that hue. Other large statues are of St. Francis 
of Assisi and St. Anthony of Padua. Shrines 
set into the walls depict St. Ann, mother of 
Mary; Our Lady of Perpetual Help (mosaic 
made up of thousands of tiny stone 
fragments); Infant Jesus of Prague; Our Lady 
of Fatima and the three shepherd children to 
whom she appeared. 

One of the largest shrines and most 
intricate in workmanship, is one dedicated to 
the souls in purgatory made entirely of 
marble quarried in Belgium. This shrine 
features a marble altar. Below it is a bier 
faced with more wrought bronze grillwork and 
behind which is an alabaster figure of Christ 
on the bier. Lights bring out the detail of this 
work of art which was copied by special 
permission from one in a Spanish archdiocese. 

On the ceiling of the arch, painted by hand, 
are representation of the serpents of sin and 
the doves of innocence. A mosaic set into the 
rear wall is topped by two peacocks, their 
splendor set out in minute details by the 


several thousand tiny colored marble slivers 
arranged by Vatican artisans. Opposite this 
shrine, in the south wall is an arched 
baptismal shrine with a baptismal font of 
marble quarried from France, covered with a 
hand wrought bronze lid. Above are small 
bronze statues of Sts. Cyril and Methodius, 
who brought Catholicism to Poland 1,000 
years ago. Small block paintings inside the 
arched roof depict the baptismal shell and the 
fish symbol of Christianity, and the wall 
likewise is adorned with an intricate work in 
mosaic of John the Baptist baptizing Christ. 
The 14 Stations of the Cross around the walls 
of the nave are pictures depicting the 
significance of each station. The striking oil 


colors are painted on sheets of polished copper. 
The stained windows high in the church

represent the 15 mysteries of the Rosary. Five 
above the altar symbolize the Joyful; five on 
the north wall, the Sorrowful; and five on the 
south wall, the Glorious. Former stone walls 
and ceiling were plastered over, and a pattern 
of pastel colored stone simulated realistically. 
Pillars of metals were disguised to resemble 
stone, their capstones decorated with gold leaf. 
From the ceiling are suspended 23 ornamental 
light fixtures, glittering with bronze trim, 
concealing lights which can illuminate either 
the top or lower half, or both of the nave. (Two 
loudspeakers powerful enough to surround the 
church with sound hang from the top of the 
sanctuary arch almost unnoticeable, replacing 
the concealed speakers in the light fixture. 
Above and at the rear of the nave is the 
choir loft. In it is a specially built organ, its 
pipes towering above the loft on each side. 
Centered between the organ pipes is a 20 ft. 
stained glass window circular with a flower 
petal arrangement of its parts. In the center of 
the window is an image of St. Andrew, patron 
of the parish and of the Senior Choir. Around 
him are images of King David, patron of music 
in the Old Testament; St. Cecilia, patroness of 
music in the New Testament, and patroness of

the Junior Choir; St. Gregory, Pope who 
inaugurated the Gregorian Chant, official 
music of the church; and Pope Pius X, who 
fostered use of chant and music in church. 
The 10 stained windows along the upper 
sides of the nave betoken religious symbolism 
and four in the transept portray faith, hope, 
charity and salvation. 

Coat of Arms of the Pope and of Samuel 
Cardinal Stritch, archbishop of Chicago, 
grace the vestibule. Fine work in the gold leaf 
painting gives the curved back wall of the 
sanctuary behind the altar, the appearance of 
being covered with embroidered tapestry. 
Despite the works of art and the redecorating 
involving more than 100 shades and hues, the 
overall color scheme blends subtly, and has a 
restful and pleasant effect. Even the high 


wainscoting around the nave blends some 15 
colors of marble, in inlaid patterns, almost 
unnoticeably.” 

Missing in the description of Mr. Frew 
were the main altar, a huge marble 
masterpiece with two white marble angels on 
guard on each end; the movable bronze pulpit 
that was later added, and the marble statues 
of the four evangelists that stand guard facing 
the altar from the vestibule. In spite of the 
remodeling that was done recently and the 
carpeting of the church to help acoustically, 
everything seems to have been kept or 
preserved and enhanced and blended together 
to give the people and parishioners of St. 
Andrew a place of worship they can be proud 
of, and the generations after them. Let us help 
preserve what we have and treasure it.

*Tf a lady didn’t have a hat for church, she used a chapel veil or Kleenex. 

*Easter Sunrise Service at 5:30 a.m. Children were in procession carrying flowers. 

*The Easter finery everyone wore especially the flowery Easter bonnets and corsages. 

*It was a sin to eat meat on Friday. 

*During the lenten season we gave up candy, movies, and dancing. 

*All students attended the 8:00 a.m. Mass daily before classes and attended the Sunday Mass as a class. 

*The Medical Mission group of ladies was in constant need of men’s old white shirts for hospital gowns and white 
sheets for bandages. 

*The Alumni Teen Club of the parish held weekly dances in the hall in the basement of the old school. 

*The “honor award” ribbons given to the school children each year in recognition of their school grades - 1st Honor, 
2nd Honor, 3rd Honor, and Perfect Attendance. 

*The packed church at our Forty Hours Devotion and the procession at the closing ceremony with all the visiting 
priests. 

*The two o’clock afternoon vespers held each Sunday. 

*The visiting missionary who conducted our yearly mission services. 

*The priest celebrating the Latin Mass with his back to the congregation. 

*The very young students belonging to the Guardian Angel Society. 

*The operetta, Polish comedies and minstrel show performed by various members of the societies. 

*The earlier Paczkowi Bal with thousands of paczki being served, a king and queen of the ball being selected, 
dancing to a Polish orchestra, and the lucky winner finding a diamond in one of the paczki. 

*On August 15, the Feast of the Assumption, parishioners came to church carrying flowers from their garden to be 
blessed. 

*“Skrytka” was the room where coats were hung in the school and those misbehaving were escorted to this room by 
the teacher for punishment. 

*School tuition was .75¢ a month plus .05¢ for “porzadek.” 

*New parishioners from South Chicago churches joined the parish and became a very active and important group. 

The late Anthony J. Moss, father of Clement Moss, reminisced at the parish’s 75th Anniversary Banquet .... 

..After the destruction of the church by a tornado, Father Wojtalewicz was a real “pusher” getting the second 
church built within 85 days from the start of construction. 

..Father Wojtalewicz visited Chicago residents from St. Josaphat parish in 1899 soliciting contributions from those 
who purchased lots in the West Hammond sub-division. 

..A fire destroyed the Hammond Packing plant in 1903 resulting in loss of employment and many parishioners 
moving back to Chicago. 

...Father Nowakowski had unusual talents; he was a self styled painter with many of his work hanging on the 
rectory walls. One was painted in three days for a drama, St. Dorothy, staged by the Literary Circle, (Kolko 
Literackie). With his gift of magnetism he would ease the tension in many ailing bedridden patients in the 

arish. 

ve an annual bazaar, Father Nowakowski stepped between two fighting men on the school grounds and in the 
scuffle, he received a belt on the chest. Father landed one on the jaw that put the toughy down for the count. A 
parishioner seeing this, said, “Father, in your sermon this morning, you told us to love our neighbor.” Father 
replied: “Correct. Do as I tell you. This guy on the ground didn’t hear me this morning, so this is just another 
way of communicating my sermon to him.” 

..Father Halgas had invited a priest to assist at a solemn funeral Mass. An emergency prevented the invited priest 
from keeping his appointment so Father hurriedly phoned Father Louis Bozik from North Hammond to come 
immediately. Father Bozik grabbed his cassock and Roman collar, threw them in his Dodge and came speeding 
to Calumet City. Marion Kowalski, our motorcycle copy caught up with him and was going to give him a ticket 
but Father Louis convinced him that he was a priest going to a funeral. When they arrived, the church bells 
were tolling and Father Halgas in his excitement told Marion, “Nie badruj ksiedza. Jedz, jedz, z tym bajsyklem. 
Widzisz Czechanski juz idzie z pogrzebem.”

The Ladies 
Rosary Confraternity is affiliated with the 
Confraternity of the Most Holy Rosary 
founded by St. Dominic, as registered with 
the Dominican Confraternities on 
November 26, 1947, and the Archdiocesan

HISTORY 


The first meeting of the Society of Charity under the care of Matki Boskiej 
Krolowej Korony Polskiej (Our Lady Queen of Poland) was held on March 
16, 1925. Pastor Anthony Halgas was Chaplain. This Society was open to 
married and single ladies of the parish. Jadwiga Kamradt was the first 
president. There were 39 charter members. In May of 1932, the name of the 
organization was changed to “Sw. Ryty Towarzystwo” (St. Rita Society). 
Since its beginning, they worked for the good of the Church and Parish. 
Donations were made to help the nuns as well as contributing towards 
flowers for the altar. In the early 1940’s the organization began to 
concentrate on supplying altar cloths, vigil lights, surplices, chasubles, and 
other needs. Mrs. Mary Bradtke was the longest reigning President of the 
group having served a total of sixteen years. In 1972, the name of the 
organization was changed to St. Rita’s Altar Guild.
